Haskett sentencing 
halted 

Defence lawyer withdraws from 
case on principal

The high-profile case of a Didsbury man 
charged in a horrific animal abuse case 
took an unexpected turn last Wednesday 
when his lawyer withdrew from the case 
on the day of sentencing. 

Daniel Charles Haskett, 20, pleaded 
guilty in May to charges of causing unnec¬ 
essary suffering to an animal and obstmo¬ 
tion of police. 

Defence lawyer Mark Takada told Judge

A Lab-collie cross dog 
named Daisy Duke was 
found severely injured 
on a Didsbury street early on the morning 
of Oct. 8, 2006. 

The dog’s mouth and legs had been duct 
taped, a tow rope w'rapped its neck, and it 
was suffering from a fractured skull, 
pelvis, lumbar spine, severe road rash’ 
abrasions, and profuse bleeding. 

In the agreed statement of facts, the 
accused admitted trying to kill the dog 
after it was run over by a 17-year-old 
young offender and friend outside the 
Haskett home. 

The statement says after finding the dog 
“whimpering and cowering" under the 
vehicle, Haskett and the youth put a tow 
rope around the dog’s neck and dragged it

into the garage, “as they did not want to 
get blood on their clothing.” 

The statement says the pair then placed 
a plastic bag over the animal’s head in an 
attempt to asphyxiate the animal, and 
when it resisted, Haskett duct taped its 
mouth and legs. 

The dog was found by a bystander near 
the Haskett home. The attending veteri¬ 
narian, Dr. Andy Mencarelli, euthanized 
the still conscious animal at the scene. 

The psychological report has not been 
made public.

“My position, at least 
as it stands now, is that 
the accused has agreed 
in written form to all the 
fact in the agreed state¬ 
ment of facts and he had the benefit of

Haight said following court. 

Haight said he does not expect Haskett 
to be sentenced on Nov. 5, but rather that 
a new date may be set for a hearing to con¬ 
sider any application Haskett’s new lawyer 
may make. 

Following the dog’s death Tamara 
Chaney, a Didsbury resident, spearheaded 
a petition that gather more than 110,000 
signatures calling for tougher animal 
abuse laws. The petition was later tabled 
in the* House of Commons. 

Chaney w as one of about a dozen animal 
rights activists who waived banners and

placards, and handed out flowers, outside 
the courthouse on Wednesday. 

“This is ridiculous," Chaney said follow¬ 
ing court. “Where is the justice for Daisy 
Duke? I guess 1 had it in my head that 
there would be a sentencing, but no. It’s 
disgusting." 

Steve Carroll, chief executive officer of 
the Canadian Federation of Humane 
Societies, also attended last Wednesday’s 
court session. 

“We are very interested in the sentencing 


portion of this case,” said Carroll. 

Haskett faces a maximum penalty of six 
months in jail if convicted on the animal 
cruelty charge. 

The young offender in the case, who 
cannot be named, pleaded guilty earlier to 
a charge of causing unnecessary suffering 
to an animal. He was placed on two years 
probation and ordered to compete 240 
hours community serv ice. 

Judge Kirkpatrick has ordered Haskett to 
have no contact with the young offender.

The girl’s mother, an 
acquaintance of the 
accused, was not told 
by Vachon about the 
assault until days after 
the event. 

Vachon was charged 
after officials at Alberta 
Children’s Hospital in 
Calgary contacted 
police on Oct. 16, 2004 
to report the girl’s 
injuries. She cannot be 
identified. 

Following Vachon’s 
sentencing, the girl’s 
family expressed frus¬ 
tration that it took 
three years to bring the 
man to final justice. 

The girl’s mother left 
the courtroom when 
Justice Hughes pro¬ 
nounced the sentence, 
and then sat crying out¬ 
side the courtroom. 

The injured girl’s 
maternal grandparents 
said the girl continues 
to suffer health prob¬ 
lems as a result of the 
attack. 

“She’s a slower learn¬ 
er than most kids 
because of this,” her 
grandmother said fol¬ 
lowing Vachon’s guilty 
pleas. “She went into 
foster care because of 
her medical condition, 
so she will never be 
able to live with her 
older brother. It’s been 
very hard on everyone.” 


A man who caused a 
17-month-old Didsbury 
girl permanent brain, 
eye and ear damage 
while in his care three 
years ago showed no 
outward signs of emo¬ 
tion as he was lead 
from a Calgary court¬ 
room in handcuffs fol¬ 
lowing his sentencing 
on Oct. 19. 

John Vachon, 24, of 
Red Deer, pleaded 
guilty June 1 to charges 
of criminal negligence 
causing bodily harm 
and failing to provide 
the necessities of life. 
He was sentenced by 
Justice Beth Hughes to 
18 months in jail fol¬ 
lowed by two years pro¬ 
bation. 

Justice Hughes said 
the fact Vachon was in 
a position of trust when 
he injured the girl on 
Oct. 14, 2004 made jail 
time a necessity. The 
defence had asked for a 
conditional sentence. 

The assault took 
place after Vachon 
dropped the girl on the 
floor of a Didsbury res¬ 
idence, causing her to 
lose consciousness. He 
then severely shook 
and struck her in the 
face in an attempt to 
revive her, causing her

Small schools 
rural gems

While once a common sight on the Alherta prairies, 
tiny rural schools educating the children of close-knit 
farming communities are slowly disappearing from our 
landscape. 

The small schools, many of which have closed in 
recent years due to small student populations and old 
facilities in need of updates, have been pushed aside in 
favour of busing children to larger schools to complete 
their elementary and high school education. 

School boards explain that the closures come down to 
dollars and cents and say that larger institutions are 
more viable because funding allocated is based on the 
number of students. 

However, many parents of students in small rural 
schools say that larger schools are not the answer and 
that they want to keep their children where they are. 

Midway school located between Carstairs and 
Didsbury on the east side of the QEII is currently facing 
an unknown future itself. 

The Chinook’s Edge school board has been conduct¬ 
ing a viability study on the 38-student school, with a 
final decision on whether the school remains open or 
closed scheduled for April. 

This study, and its looming decision, have many par¬ 
ents and community members frustrated that the board 
has turned its back on small schools and ignores their 
enviable features and unique educational benefits. 

I am in no position to say whether Midway school is 
economically viable or not, nor do I envy the board’s dif¬ 
ficult decision. I understand that for a school to remain 
open it must have the funding to maintain facilities and 
staff, but I also have personally experienced the bene¬ 
fits of small classes and can’t say enough good things 
about small rural schools. 

I attended a small K-12 school in rural Saskatchewan 
in the village of Marengo and graduated in a class of 
only 12 people. The school, which had around 150 stu¬ 
dents, was made up of mostly farming children and kids 
from nearby small towns that couldn’t support a school 
of their own. 

For me, and many of the students and parents, the 
school was the centre of the community and a common 
ground for students who lived as far as 50 km away 
from each other. 

We benefited from small class sizes, 'one-on-one 
instruction, and teachers who knew each and every one 
of us by name. 

We were also relieved of many of the pressures of 
large schools such as bullying, violence, and cliques 
because we all knew each other so well and each other’s 
families. You needed each kid’s participation to have a 
game of kickball or a basketball team so no one was 
excluded. 

I also believe that because none of my fellow students 
and I were ever overlooked or able to slip through the 
cracks we all developed a strong sense of self - no one 
could hide away in a large circle of friends or get away 
with not expressing their opinion. 

We were also all encouraged to play all possible 
school sports, join the drama club and play in the school 
band so that the school teams and groups would have 
enough numbers and be possible - this necessary par¬ 
ticipation taught us to try new things and sometimes 
sacrifice our needs and wants for the betterment of the 
group. 

There is also something to say about having to sit in 
class with, and socialize with, the same small group of 
people for several years. It really allows you to learn 
how to get along with other people you may have differ¬ 
ences with and to accept them for who they are. 

It’s a shame that my children may never have the 
opportunity to attend a small rural school where they 
will feel safe, accepted and are allowed to be them¬ 
selves, but I hope that some small schools will be able 
to stay alive and maintain a long-standing rural tradi¬ 
tion.

CTF to candidates: Time to show your donors 


EDMONTON: The Canadian 

Taxpayers Federation (CTF) is call¬ 
ing on candidates in Alberta's nine 
largest municipalities (Calgary, 
Edmonton, Strathcona County, Red 
Deer, Lethbridge, Wood Buffalo, St.

"Letting voters know who is fund¬ 
ing these campaigns before they 
vote, lets voters know who will be

Ghostpine Creek flows 
southeast into the Red 
Deer River, approximate¬ 
ly 80 kilometres northeast 
of Calgary.

The Didsbury Historical Society is one 
step closer to organizing much-needed 
renovations at its museum. 

The Town of Didsbury has thrown its 
support behind the cause, granting the 
group $25,000. 

“In my opinion, if this work is not 
done, it will deteriorate quickly, which 
is very sad,” said tow’n CAO Roy Brown. 


Council member Bob Davidson 
agreed. 

"Tins is a destination," he said. “It’s 
one of the draws in the community. It’s 
not just a local thing that people go see, 
it brings in people from other communi¬ 
ties.” 

Secretary with the historical society, 
Joan Court, says they hope to turn the 
$25,000 into Community Facility 
Enhancement Program (CFEP) grant 
that would bring in $125,000. 


To qualify for the grant, they need to 
raise half the funds on their own. 

“Right now we’re a little shy," said 
Kourt. 

Aside from cash, work from skilled 
labourers is also considered in the col¬ 
lection for just over $02,000. 

Court says a qualified laborer would 
log the equivalency of $30 an hour and 
an apprentice would be worth $20 an 
hour, according to CFEP rules. 

“But, it’s easier said than done," said 
Court. 


Court says the historical society has 
struggled to get an electrician to provide 
a quote on the renovations. 

Town development officer Robert 
Wigg has inspected the area and provid¬ 
ed his estimate on the cost, which Kourt 
says has been helpful. 

Aside from electrical work, Kourt says 
a priority for the renovations will be the 
museum eavestrophs. 

The historical society hopes to have 
what it needs for its application in about 
a month.

Bill 46 Restricts Landowner Rights 

Bill 46 is new legislation that the Government of Alberta has tabled as part of the EUB 
restructuring. This Bill will govern the construction of all pipeline, transmission lines and power 
plants in the Province of Alberta. If this Bill is implemented a power plant, transmission line or 
pipeline may have been approved on your land without a hearing being held, and there is no right 
to appeal the decision. This law will prevent any public input and already has had first reading in 
the Spring sitting of the Legislature. It could be implemented early in November 2007 and will 
take effect January 1, 2008, hut is retroactive to 2003. 

Some excerpts from the act are: 

Section 9( 1) authorizes the Commission to make an order or decision “... without 
giving public notice and without holding a hearing. 

Section 9(4) gives the Alberta Utilities Commission the power to prevent landowners and 
consumers from making verbal representations even if a hearing is held. 

Section 9(4) restricts the ability of landowners to hire outside legal counsel when 
intervening in regulatory hearings 

Section 98(2) makes the Bill retroactive to June 1, 2003.
